How Celestial Sleuths Attempt the Cap- 
ture of Murderers. 


New YOrK, Jan, 4.—The Chinamen of the 
United States have their own detective sys- 
tem and in thelrown way hunt down crim- 
inals who wear the queue. Two detectives 
ofthe Six Companies are nowin New York 
on the trail of a murderer. They are Hue 
Foy and Slee Lee, and they have come 
all the way from San Francisco 
tracking the man who is supposed 
to have killed Fume Sing Suey, the 


famous Chinese doctor, a short time ago. All 
Chinatown is now billed with great red 
posers. announcing that the Fung family in 

n Francisco, the relatives of the murdered 
doctor, would pay $400 for the arrest an 
conviction of the murderers, and that Sue 
Hing, one of the Six Companles with which 
Fung Sing Suey was closely connected, would 

more. Then the Chinese Benevolent 
Society —— . $600 more if the murderers 
were convic of murder in the first degree, 
or $200 1f the conviction was one of homicide 
in the lesser degrees.

Hue Foy told a reporter that the murder 
was one of the most remarkable that. had 
ever occurred, and that the Chiftese all over 
the country are excited about it. The doc- 
tor, Fang Sing Suey, was a big man in China 
before he came tothis countfy about ten 
years ago, because of political troubles that 
had their origin in the many accusations that 
he practiced a sort of black art. He was ac - 
cused of aiding the foes of the Government 
in secret, while he was honored by the favor 
of the Emperor and the court people for his 
rare accomplishments. 

»The doctor lived the life of a recluse in 
his little house, said Hue Foy. Sometimes 
A strange woman visited him. She was a 
French woman and very pretty.

Department presents a table showing the 
monetary systems and approximate stocks 
of money in the aggregate and per capita in 
the principal countries of the world. This 
shows that France, with a population of 
88,300,000, has the highest per capita circula-

The belief ig general, how- 
ever, that if such shipments are indulged in 
the New York banks would not come to the 
relief of the treasury to any considerable ex- 
tent and thus prevent the depletion of gold 
reserve.

BECAME WILD. 


A Negro Frisoner’s Antics in His Cell— 
Supposed Case of Tremens. 


John Smith, a negro 27. years old, who was 
arrested while drunk yesterday afternoon 
and locked up at the Fourth District Station, 
gave the officers quite athrilling experience 
about sq o’clock this morning. After sleeping 
of his jag and awakening from troubled 
dreams he proceeded at first to tear from his 
body every vestige of clothes there was on

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NEW EVIDENCE, 


Witnesses Will Corroborate Mrs. Foy e 
Test mon in the Coughlin Trial. 


CHIcAGoO, III., Jan. 4. Joseph H. Dundas. a 
court reporter, took the stand in the Cough- 
lin trial to-day and read the notes he had 
taken of the testimony given by the late 
Agnes McNery atthe formertrial. The testi- 
mony related to the man who had called for 
Dr. Cronin on the night of May 4, and who 
drove the doctor away behind the famous 
white horse. 

Defense scored a victory in their objection 
to the testimony of Pr. Cronin's friend, 
Patrick McGarry, relating to various ex- 


hibits on the former trial, Judge Tuthill de- 
ciding to exclude it. Police Officer Paul 
Horfe testified that Iceman O’Sullivan had 
twice called Coughlin up by telephone at 
the police station. At the defendant’s sug- 
gestion the attorney asked the gitness if he 
did not know that Coughlin wa t the time 
Getalled on a olice case that took 
him to Lakeview often, and ac- 
counted for his consultations with O’Sul- 
livan. He replied that he did not know. 
The prosecution gave notice of the calling of 
a new witness, Miss Lusie Horton, who will 
She lived near the 
Carison cottage in 1889 and will,it is claimed, 
testify that she saw Coughlin and Andrew 
Foy near the cottage onthe night of May 12, 
which is the date on which the prosecution 
claims the floor was painted to conceal the 
blood-stains. 

That the prosecution is in earnest is shown 
by their untiring efforts to introduce new 
evidence. They rely a great deal on the tes- 
timony of Mrs. Foy and will endeavor to 
strengthen her statements by corroborative 
evidence. One witness to be introduced, it 
is said to-day, is the oldest son of Andrew 
and Mrs. Foy, a boy of 18 or 19 years. He 
has no desire, itis understood, to be sum- 
moned to the stand and efforts have recently 
been made to prevail upon him not to ap- 
pear, but when called he will readily testify. 
tie is at present employed in the county hos- 
pital, and the intimation that he would bea 
witness has aroused the defense. His father 
has been to see him to try and prevent 
him from appearing, and so also, it is re- 
ported, have been counsel for the defense. 
The boy loves his mother and is proud of her, 
and is naturally indignant atthe manner in 
which she has lately been treated, and 
especially at the innuendos and threats made 
against her character. Andrew Foy himself, 
it is said,is as bitterly indignant as his son at 
the rumors in circulation about his wife, in 
whose honor and purity he has the most im- 

licit confidence. He has ceased to live with 

er, but he has not ceased to trust her 
and believe in her as the mother of his chil- 
dren. And in this connection it may be men- 
tioned that the day before she went on the 
stand Foy visited the grocer and others with 
whom the family traded and told them that 
ifshe appeared asa witness they must no 
longer give her credit on his account, as he 
would pay no debts contracted by her. 

Young Foy’s testimony will probaiey be 
devoid ofagy startling revelations, as it ts 
not thought that he heard any of the con- 
versation between Coughlin and others in the 
house, such as was testified to by his mother, 
but he can Verify their presence in his home 
and douDtless testify as to certain dates and 
actions. This in itseif willbe strong corrob- 
orative evidence in support of his mother’s 
statements. 

As an indication of the brutal vindictive- 
ness with which Mrs Foy and her family are 
now being pursued it may be related that on 
New Year's eve her second eldest boy, a lad 
of about 13 years, was struck across the fore- 
head by an unknown man with some weapon 
and temporarily rendered senseless. It may 
have been an aceldeut, but the boy does not 
think so.

A TRUSTER’S SALE OF A LOT PBE- 
VENTED BY ATTORNEY GLOVER. 


Judgement Creditors of Gleason Objected 
to the Sale of the Lot Under a Deed 
of Trust—Mrs. Lena Stag! Gets All- 
mony—News of the Courts. 


John M. Glover, representing W. Palmer 


Clarkson, trustee, Fannie E. Carroll and ; 


Geo. T. Parker, filed a petition for an injanc- 
tion this morning to restrain Luther Babcock 
trustee, Frederick G. Babcock, trustee, and 
Charles H. Gleason from selling under a deed 
of trust a lot fronting 87 feet on Ohic avenue, 
near Henrietta street. The sale was adver - 
tised for noon to-day. 

The plaintiffs alleged that they are judg- 
ment creditors of Charles H. Gleason; 
that on August 25, 1893, Gleason 
in consideration of an antecedent 
indebtedness gave a promissory note for 
$8,945.26, payable in thirty days to 
W. Palmer Clarkson. The note was 
un paid and Clarkson recoyered judg: 
monte for the amount. At the same time 
Fannie E. Oarroll recovered judgment 
against Gleason on two notes. one 
for 86.000 and another for $500, and the 
Sherif! was given executions forthe three 
judgments to levy upon the lot mentioned. 
It was discovered, however, that Gleason 
had given a deed of trust onthe property 
to secure a note for $4,000, dated 
Oct. 15, 1892, and aue three years after date. 
The plaintiffs alleged that this aeed of 
trust was made by Gleason 
with intent to defraud his 
creditors and was without consideration ; 
that John liman, intending to 

Gleason in defrauding creditors, 
took possession of the note 
and transferred it to the estate of Charles 
Alford, of which he 
without consideration ; 
erick O. Babcock, successor 
Lullman, sets upa pretended ownership to 
the note and Luther Babcock, successor to 
Emil A. Becker as trustee for 
the deed oftrust, had advertised the prop- 
erty for sale, the interest note having ma- 
tured and n unpaid.
